New Cases and Aix Deaths Keporta 

From Brownsville. 

PENSACOLA, Fla., October 12.—An imperfect 
report gives 33 new cases of yellow fever 
to-day and 6 deaths. The total number of 
cases to date is 443, and the total deaths 128. 
Among the deaths have been those of Rey. 
Mr. Duboise, pastor of the Methodist church, 
and of young Hawkins, mentioned in yester- 
day's dispatch. Among the new.cases are 
those of Dr. White, of the United States ma- 
rine hospital service, and of Dr. Renshaw, 
who had already recovered from an 
attack of the. epidemic. The _ illness 
of these two practitioners, with 
another already sick, causes a serious 
lack of medical attention to the sufferers, and 
renders the report of the new cases imperfect. 
The recent cases have been marked by aggra- 
vated malignancy. There was a brilliant dis- 
play of zodiacal light this morning. 

SROWNSVILLE, Texas, October 12.—There 
have been no new cases of yellow fever to-day 
and but one death—that of a Mexican. There 
was one death at Fort Brown, viz: Lieuten- 
ant Winne, of the Nineteenth infantry. Gen- 
eral Smith’s command camped nine miles be- 
low the city—are in excellent health. There 
isa slightabatement of -the sickness inthe 
Camargo and Mier. The weather is hot, with 
strong southwest winds. 

New Orveans, October 12.—The Picayune’s 
Pensacola special reports thirty-three new 
cases of yellow fever, and six deaths to-day. 
The deaths yesterday were John 38. Olsen, 
merchant, ason of Mr. Lappenson; Salrader 
Scott, seaman; Miss Ella Appleton, Mr.- Lee 
and Mrs. Boyle. The deaths to-day were Rev 
C. B. Dubose, Methodist minister; James Gur- 
ry, a prominent merchant; Mrs, E. M, Jordan, 
Francisco Vento, an Italian sailor; Ransom 
Anderson and Geo, L.. Hawkins, son of Judge 
Hawkins. Mr. Dubose wes highly apprecia- 
ted by his congregation. Mrs. Jordan leaves 
three orphan children, the father having died 
some weeks ago. Dr. White, of the United 
States marine hospital service, is sick from 
overwork, but not from fever. Total number 
of cases to date 1,489, deaths 12%.

LEBANON, October 12,—About 8 o'clock this 
evening George ID). Rice, cashier of the Leba- 
non dime saving bank, was robbed of a satchel! 
containing $30,000, all in bills. He had just 
returned from Philadelphia, and before going 
to the bank, stopped at his house for supper. 
While on his way to the bank after supper, 
and about a square from his house, he was 
passed by two men, and directly afterward 
received a stunning blow,knocking himin the 
gutter. He held on to the satchell. and cried 
murder. The robbers, who had been beating 
and kicking him nll the while fearing his cries 
would bring assistance moved = of 
a short distance, but again 
returned and, wrenching the handle off the 
satchel, succeeded in securing it. Mr. Rice 
made a gallant tight, and was covered with 
blood. It has been since learned that the 
struggle between the cashier and robbers was 
Witnessed by George Rober, who was passing 
along the street, but he thought it was a fight 
between a lot of drunken men. The robbers 
were seen to run into the vacant lot near by, 
and were hailed as they ran by anothercitizen, 
curious to know the cause of their hurry. 
There is no fturther clue, The money be- 
longed to the bank.

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OHIO'S CONGRESSMEN. 


CLOSE RUNS IN MANY OF THE DIS- 
TRICTS. 


The Official Vote Required to Settle Several Close 
Contests—A Good Chance for Sharp Counters— 
How the News is Treated by the Press— 
Death of Hon. Wm. M. Lowe. 


CINCINNATI, October 12.—The best informa 
tion relating to the result of the vote of con- 
gressmen gives the republicans Morey in the 
seventh district, Keifer in the eighth, Robin- 
son in the ninth, McCormick in the eleventh 
Updegraff in the seventeenth and Taylor in 
the nineteeth. The contest is very close in 
the twelfth, fourteénth, eighteenth and 
twentieth districts. The chances are in favor 
of the democratic candidates. A special dis- 
patch to the Times-Star says the reports from 
the twelfth congressional district show that 
Hart, republican, is elected by 27 majority in 
the eighteenth district, and that Mckinly, re- 
publican, is elected by 7 majority. Dispaiclres 
trom the congressional districts show very 
close contests vetween Morey, republican, 
and Campbell,-democrat, in the seventh dis- 
trict; Hart, republican, and Neal, democrat, 
in the twelfth, and McKinney, republican, 
and Wallace, democrat, in the eighteenth. 
Morey claims a majority of 40, and Neal and 
Hart each claim from 4 to 12. Ottcial count 
will be required to decide between them. 
Wallace claims a majority of 4, and here also 
the official count must determine. Murray, 
democrat, in the third district, has a majority 
of 261. 

THE PRESS ON THE RESULT. 

New York, October 12.—The Times, rep ub- 
lican, says: “The result will no doubt be 
attributed to the liquor agitation, which ap- 
pears to have worked in the undiscriminating 
way that was to beanticipated. Probably the 
illogical and wrong-headed conduct of the 
prohibitionists in putting°*up candidates for 
congress in some of tne districts will account 
for a part of the republican losses. It would 
be difficult for them to point out what has 
been gained for their ‘cause’ by the election of 
democrats to congress. But, on the whole, 
the republicans will have to accept responsi 
bility for the consequences of the bungling 
way in which they have dealt with the liquor 
question.” 

The World, democratic, says: “It may be 
taken as certain that this sweeping victory 
upon the western skirmish line in October is 
but the prelude to a republican rout when 
the main columns clash together in New 
York, Indiana and Pennsylvania next month. 
The burial beyond any possibility of political 
resurrection of that plausible political acro- 
bat, Governor Foster, will be hailed with sat- 
isfction, not by democrats alone, but. by all 
decent and courageous republicans. But the 
special value of this triumph is that the gains 
made in the congressional districts of Ohio 
insure the control of the next house of rep- 
resentatives to -he party of retrenchment and 
reform.” 

The Star, denrocratic says: “The republi- 
can reverse in Ohio will be a heavy blow to 
the hopes. of that party here. It is significant 
of the changes taking place in the public sen- 
timent of the country. And itisa cheering 
omen to the democracy of New York.

It should brace the heart of 
every democrat with hope and resolve, and 
prepare the way for a more decisive and _ bril- 
liant victory here in November.’’

DEATH OF CONGRESSMAN LOWE, 


The Great Alabama Independent's Death—The Newa 
in Washington. 


WASHINGTON, October 12 —First Auditor 
Reynolds té-day received a telegram from 
Huntsville. Alabama, announcing the death 
of Hon. William M. Lowe, of thatstate. The 
speaker of the house of representatives has 
appointed.on behalf of the house a commit- 
tee consisting of representatives below named 
to attend the funeral of the late Representative 
Lowe, ot Alabama: Thomas H. "went sang H, 
A. Herbert, William Oates, Thomas Williams, 
George W. Hewitt and William H. Forney, 
of Alabama; Emory Speer, of Georgia; 
Charles E, Hooker, of Mississippi, and George 
Dibrell, Benton McMillan, Charles B, Simon- 
ton and William R. Moore, of Tennessee. 

Mr. Lowe’s death occurred at his home in 
Huntsville this morning at 7 o’clock. His 
has been bad forsome months. On 
Saturday last he returned home from a trip 
to the western part of his districu much 
weakened. The immediate cause of his death 
wus suftering induced by cgntraction of 
bronchial tubes. which had fo® some time 
been affected. The news of his death is re- 
ceived with regret by both friends and politi- 
cal opponents. 

THE NEWS IN WASHINGTON, 
Special Dispatch to The Constitution. 

WASHINGTON, October 11.—When the brief 
announcement of the death of Representative 
Lowe was received bere by telegraph to-day, 
it was surmised by some of his friends that he 
had fallen ina «duel, for the reason that he 
had recently received several challenges, and 
that he had not, so far as bis friends knew, 
been sick. In reply to a telegram 
o: inquiry, D. B. Henderson, secretary of the 
republican central committee received ata 
late hour to-night the following: ‘‘Co- 
lonel§ D, b, Henderson: Mr. Lowe 
died a natural death. The gen- 
general sentiment favors D. D. Shelby, as his 
successor. Think thatthe best. You must 
aid the district as much as possible.”’ This 
was signed by George Turner, chairman repub- 
lican state executive committee. t 
is said that the late’ representative 
Lowe, before leaving Washington, entrusted 
to friends here what is described as a sort of 
political will, to be opened in the event of

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ENGLAND IN EGYPT. 


The Political Leaders Spesking—What Said Pasha 
Insists Upon 
Special Dispatch to The Constitution. 

LIVERPOOL, October 12 —Lord Northbrook, 
first lord of the admiralty, in replying toa 
toast at a banquet here to-night, said there no 
doubt was a teeling of sympathy among the 
Mohammedans with the Egyptian insurrec- 
tion, but the Indian Mobammedans know 
that the queen has made no distinction be- 
tween ber subjects, and that the government 
bas no desire tO annex or_ govern 
Egypt. The great powers are satistied 
that England has no other object than to pre- 
vent anarchy, and the closing of the canal. 
whether in peace or war. Right Hon, Henry 
Fawcett, postmaster general, also spoke. He 
said that the liberal party were never more 
united or ready to sacrifice their individual 
wishes to the general good. 

Mr. Leonard H, Courtney, M. P., joint sec- 
retary to the treasury, on opening the liberal 
club at Torpoint, denied that the government 
arrogated to themselves credit for the victo- 
ries in Egypt. That country he said, must 
eventually become independent of toreign 
control. The cost of the war should be de- 
frayed by Egypt. No doubt the bond holders 
would have to forego something. It was not 
for them that England undertook the war. 
It would be necessary Lo consult 
the powers in regard to a 
resettlement. Mr. Courtney concluded by 
saying that the policy of the government was 
to detach Egypt from the Sultan, to look 
after the Suez canal, and to allow the Egypt- 
ians to stew in their own juice, and in so act- 
ing warn the khedive that his tuture position 
depended upon his management of affairs. 

A dispatch from Constantinople says the 
‘moderate party has gained a victory over the 
fanatical party. Said Pasha has made two 
conditions for his remaining in office. First, 
that each minister shall be responsible for 
the working of his own department. Second, 
that the Austro-Germany alliance shall be 
abandoned, accomplished facts in Egypt ac- 
cepted, and a good understanding with Eng- 
land and France on the eastern question re- 
established.

Englanc. 

A dispatch to the Standard from Athens 
Says that with the exaculation by the Turks 
of the positions claimed by Greece, the difti- 
culty between Turky and Greece is regarded 
as terminated. 

The archbishop of Tuam has forbidden the 
clergymen of his diocese from taking part in 
the national conterence. 

The United Ireland says that Mr. Parnell 
has cabled to Mr. Mvooney, president of the 
national land league of America, that he will 
at the conference advise the adoption of a 
prudent though firm policy, strictly main- 
taining our original programme andthe estab- 
iishment of a peasant proprietary. The Uni- 
ted Ireland says it believes this expresses the 
unanimous opinion of the Irish leaders and 
declares that the foolish chatter about dissen- 
sions is absolutely baseless, 

AFFAIRS IN IRELAND. 

Dusiin, October 12.—In the inquiry into 
the murder of the Huddys, near Lough Mask, 
the informer Kerrigan and his wife testified 
that the elder Huddy was stunned with a 
stone as he was serving a process. He was 
then kicked and one of the assassins fired 
four rounds from a_ revolver into his, body, 
killing him.

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A RUMORED INSURRECTION. 


The Refugees Gathering in Cobumbus—General Fears 
of Trouble. 
From the Coiumbus Times, 12th. 

For some time there has been a rumor cir- 
culating in the neighborheodof Marvyn,Ala., 
of an organized movement among the negroes 
to massacre the whites and piunder their 
houses. Cciloring was given this rumor by 
frequent secret nveetings of the negroes and a 
sullenness of demeanor with growing inso- 
lence in their treatment of the whites. Tues- 
day a trusty regro informed Mr. Sasser 
that the rumors were not without fvun- 
dation, and thata plet had been perfected 
and that the work would be done between 
Friday, the 13th, and Sunday, the 15th, and 
no quarter would be given. Mr.Sasser quick- 
ly spread the news and a regular stampede 
was created, a number of families hastily 
packing a few things in wagons came on to 
this city for protection, leaving that. night. 
They reached here yesterday morning and 
are now quartered here and in Brownville. 
Those in the wagon train which arrived yes- 
terday were Rev. William Capps and family, 
Josian Sikes and family, Burrell Jackson 
and family, Eb Edwards and family, Tye 
Ramsey and family, numberingin all about 
fifty people, men women and children. Itis 
said that anumber of others were on the 
road coming yesterday. That these people 
should bave left their homes unprotected and 
sought protection thirty miles away, indicates 
how fully they believe their is foundation for 
their fright. However, we can but think 
they have acted with undue haste. 
That there are negroes who prey 
on the credulous of their race 
with wild schemes of rapine and bloodshed 
forthe purpose of bleeding them of their 
earnings in contributions to the cause we have 
net a doubt, but that they would lead in an 
open outbreak we do not believe. These vam- 
pires are usually found in the person of the 
‘‘zorters,”’ whose principal attention is given 
to the taking up of collections between 
‘‘prars.’? The matter should be thoroughly 
investigated, and if there be the slightest 
foundation for the rumors, the ringleaders 
should be promptly and severely dealt with. 

NO TROUBLE ANI} IPATED., 

CoL_umBUs, Ga., October 12.—Information 
received here to-night from Russell and Lee 
counties, in Alabama, states that all is quiet 
in the neighborhood where an insurrection of 
negroes was anticipated. The excitement 
grew outof false rumors. The matter was 
promptly investigated, and the uneasy feeling 
is disappearing. No trouble is likely to occur.

THE COMMISSIONS 


WHAT THE RAILROAD OV &RSBERS 
HAVETO SAY. 


The Questions Which Have Come Up Before the 
Commission During the Year, Gow They Have 
Been Me’, and Whset Has Bren Officially 
accomplished—A Good Showing. 


OFFICE OF THE RAILROAD COMMISSION, Atlanta, 
Ga., October 15, 1882.—To His Excellency, Alfred H. 
Colquitt, Governor: We present your excellency 
our report of the action taken by this commission 


since the date of our last report. 

In former reports submitted, we said allin refer- 
ence to the powers of the commissioners which we 
think should be said, in explanation of the law and 
the provisions of the constitution under which the 
coramission was created. The experience of three 
years of the operations of the commission, under 
the law, certainJy serves to illustrate the question 
of the wisdom.or folly of maintaining it. In this 
view we have deemed it properto merely submit 
here ofr action since our last report, with the rea- 
sous that controlled usin arrivingat the conuclu- 
sions embraced in our various orders or circulars 
herewith presented. 

Circular No. 15 is as follows: 

1. Corn field and all other peas, car load or less 
than car load, will be placed in class D, standard 
tariff. 

2. Marl, ground limestone and slacked lime: in 
sacks or casks, in car loads or less than car load in 
Class L 

While the contents of this circular indicate the 
purpose for which it was passed, we beg to here pre- 
sent the reasous Which intluenced the commission 
in taking this action. The first clause of the order 
was intended to encourage the production of one of 
the most valuable agricultural products of our 
state. By cheapening the races of transportation we 
placed the Georgia farmer. in the growtb of this 
product, upon equal footing with producers in other 
states, The yeneral public have been benefitted 
and the railroads have not suffered thereby. The 
second paragray h of this circular was passed upon 
the suggestion of the state commissioner of agri 
culture. His purpose in making, and ours for 
adopting. the suggestion was to render it practica 
ble for the people of the state to utilize a cheap, 
but very valuable fertilizing material, which exists 
in limitless quantities in this state, We feel confi- 
dent in saying that this ebject will be accomplished 
in a large measure, to the benefit both of the rail- 
roads and the general public. 

Circular No. 16, of date July 16th, 188], 
thus: 

The following changes in classification take effect 
August 10, 1881: 

Rags and paper stock, in 
head, C. L., Class 6. Same, less than 
class 4. Ragsin paper stock pressed in 
Class D, same less than car loads, class 6. 

The object of the commission in issuing this or 
der, was to encourage thé collecting and saving by 
Bur people of artic.es which enter very largely into 
the manufacture of paper, The rates upon certain 
of tnese articles, before the passage of this circular, 
had been almost prohibitory, The ¢fect of the 
order has been to place the paper making interests 
in our state, more nearly upon an equal footing 
with similar industries abroad; and that tgo, in 
our opinion, without injury to the interests of rail- 
roads. 

Circular No. 17 reads as follows, was 
29, 1881: 

On the Sayannah, Florida and Western railway 
the maximum rate’ for all distances on cotton 
(class J,) are hereby made thirty per cent above the 

standard’’ tariff. Andon class goods (1, 2, 53, 4, 5, 
6. A, B,.C, D, E, F, G, H.) for distances over one 
hundred miles, twenty-five per cent above ‘‘st 
dard’ tariff. Other ciasses remain unchanged. 

Circular No. 1s bears date of september 1, 
and reads:

Evidence was. presented to the commis 
sion, by the officials of the Company, showing that 
an inc! of rates Was necessary to prevent loss ju 
operating the road. The citizens referred to, with 
but few exceptions, expressed a willingness to be 
taxed with such higher rates as the company might 
consider necessary to make the operation of the 
road remunerative. 


This road had, therefore, been 
almost local in its operations, and was controlled 
by no connecting railroad,

Circular No. 19 was issued by the commission De- 
cemberl, ssi. It isin the following term:

Complaints to the commis- 
sion were made ' y the millers of this state that un- 
just discriminations in transportation by the rail- 
roads were made against their products, in favor of 
similar industries abroad. It was plain that these 
discriminations would have the effect of driving 
these industries from the state, and would paralyze, 
in a measure, the grain producing interests of Geor- 


ia. 
: After full consideration, the commission conclu- 
ded that these complaints were just, and passed 
circular No 20, which they thought would, to some 
extent, afford a remedy for the evil complained of. 

We here give a brief statement of the reasons 
which led us to these conclusions. We would call 
your excellency’s attention to Appendix A, hereto 
attached for a more fulland particular statement 
of the grounds upon which this action of the com 
mission rests. 

Much complaint has been made, on the part of 

the railroads, against the effects of this order. The 
railroads have urged that the erder, if enforced, 
would result in very serious injury to their inter 
ests. 
The Georgia Railroad and Banking company and 
Wm. M Wadley, as the lessee of that company, 
filed their bill against the commission, praying an 
injunction restraining ihe operation of this circu- 
lar and of circular No 21, on their railroad. 

Theapplication for injunction was based,in brief, 
upon the grounds, first, that the rates required by 
these circulars were unjust and unreasonable, and 
secondly, that by a provision of its charter the com- 
pany was not subject, in the fixing of its rates, to 
the control of this commission. 

The full proceedings in this cause, which is still 

ending before the supreme court of the state, are 
scscunae I appended. This bill of the complainants, 
the answer and cross-bill of the commissioners, de- 
murrers, etc., are fully set forth in Appendix A. 
The special attention cf your excellency is invited 
to these proceedings. The decision of the able 
chancellor, refusing the injunction, is also present- 
ed. All these, taken together, show fully the 
grounds upon which the commission acted in pass- 
ing the circular here under consideration. ‘These 

sroceedings will also show clearly the reasons why, 
n the opinion of the commission, this circular is 
applicable to the Georgia railroad as well as to the 
other railroads of the state. 

Consulting brevity, we must content. ourselves 
with embracing in the body of our report a very 
short statement of the grounds upon which this or- 
der rests. 

One instance alone, quoted from our answer 
filed in said case will, in our opinion, be here suf 
ficient to show the unjust discriminations practiced 
by the railroads against the millers and farmers of 
our state in favor of western millers and farmers. 

A Cincinnati or Louisville miller can ship a barrel 
of 200 pounds of flour from his place to Charleston, 
S. ¢., directly through Atlanta, a distance of 783 
miles, for 30 cents per barrel. If an AUanta miller 
shipped 300 pounds of wheat from Cincinnati or 
Louisville he paid therefor 93 cents freight to At 
lanta—a distance of 474 miles. After grinding it 
into four he then paid 60 cents per 100 pounds, or 
$1.20 cents per barrel of 200 pounds of flour freight 
from Atlanta to Charleston—a distance of 309 miles 
—making $2.13 per barrel freight that the Georgia 
miller really paidon a berrel of flour ground in 
this state as against 30 cents that the Cincinnati and 
Louisville miller paid freight ona barrel of tlour 
ground there aud transported over idéntically the 
same roads and the same distance, betng a discrimi- 
nation of $1.83 per barrel against the Georgia milier 
in favor of the western miller,and against the farmer 
of ourstatein favorof the wes'ern farmer, * * 
Out of arate from Cincinnati- or Louisville to 
Charleston, 8 C. the Georgia railroad for hauling 
1“1 miles voluntarily accepted 6 1-5 cents as tolls on 
a barrel of flour; butthe proportion of the rate on a 
barrel of flourshippeda by a Georgia miller from At- 
lanta to Charleston, which that road transported 171 
miles, was about 32ecents. Thatis, ever tive times 
as great a rate wag Collected by the Georgia railroad 
on a Georgia miller's barrel of flour shipped to 
Charleston, 8 C, as was voluntarily accepted by that 
road on a barrel of flourshipped by a Cincinnati or 
Louisville miller the same distance over its road. 
And in addition the Georgia miller was required to 
ship as much as a car load of flour to get the benefit 
of even this rate, while the Cincinnati miller was 
permitted to ship any quantity, from one barrel up, 
at the greatly discriminating rates mentioned, 
granted him by the railroads. 

This shows sharply the discrimination against our 
millers and our people. The rates of Circular 20, 
to which the Georgia railroad so strenuously ob- 
jected, permitted it to charge 28 cents for carrying a 
barrel of flour 171 miles, Which was more than 
four and one-half times as much as that road was 
then voluntarily accepting for the transportation 
of 2 barrel of flour shipped from beyond the state. 

These discriminatious manifestly tended, not 
only to seriously injure our milling and grain pro 
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ducipg Aipnterests, but. of necessity were burden 
sone nA: oppressive 1o our public vererally. The 
commission sought by this circular to place our in- 
dustries in question more nearly upon a footing of 
equality with similar interests abroad. We are 
sutistfed that the enforcement of this order will. in 
a large meusure, accompiish this very desirable re 
sult 

A careful examination of the p ocecdingsin the 
eause referred to will show that uo attempt was 
made by the Georgia railroad company or by Mr. 
Wadley to controvert the truth of the facts set forth 
in the answer of thecommissionersas to that raid 
roud’sdiscrimiuations against the people of Georgia 
therein mentiontd. The complainants in the cause 
Seemed content to rely enurely upon the iegal 
proposition that they had the exclusive power by 
the law of th ir chdrter to fix theirown rates within 
certain maximum limits, 

As bas been already intimated, the chancellor re- 
fused the injunction, holding that the companys 
did not have, by the law of their charter, the 
right to. tix rates, as it claimed to have. 
in this. Connection we invite your excellency’s 
attention to the ‘fact that, while the injunction 
was refused by the chancellor, he nevertheless 
iecemed it his duty, under his construction of the 
law, to allow the restraining order granted against 
the commission to remain of force until his action 
could be reviewed by the supreme court of the 
state. The effect of this ruling 1s to allow the in- 
junction, which was refused, to remain virtually it 
foree agalust this commussion, fora length of time 
which may be almost indefinite. We do not adver! 
to this in aspiritof complaint; but to suggest that 
if, under the rules. of practice obtaining in such 
cases, one of our ablest chancellors has found it 
necessary to allow an injunction to stand in ef- 
fect, which, in his opinion, had no legal,.,;round 
to support it, then a iegislative corrective ought, io 
our opinion, to be applied, While this restraining 
order remains of force the people, who are served 
by the Georgia railroad, are subjected to discrimi- 
huting rates, while the people, served by every 
other railroad in this state, have the benetit of the 
cheapened rates on flour, meai, grain, etc., specified 
in circulars 20 and 

If this rule of pra. tice is held correct by the high 
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rt, then itis manifest that it Would be in the 
We! railroads to easily. thwart the: will of 
‘legislature, expres-ed through this commission, 
Auother cause of complaint made to the commis: 
sion Was that certain railr.ads, which. were bei

In the light of this experience, the commission has 

aeded to the list of the ‘three cents per mile’’ roads 

orto passengerclass A, the roads and branches 

mentioned in circular 25, passed September 21, 

1882, which reads thus: 

1. On and after November 1, 1882, in addition to 
the roads named in preceding circulars, all por- 
tions of the followine railroads, branches or leased 
lines situated in Georgioa, are placed in passenger 
class A, (ticket rate three (3) cents per mile): 

The Alabama Great Southern railroad. 

The Central railroad lines between 
Gordon and Eatonton; Fort Valley and 
Perry; Albany and Blakely; Cuthbert and 
Fort Gaines; the Savannah, Griffin and 
North Alabama railroad; the Upson county 
railroad. 

The Cherokee railroad. 

The Columbus and;Rome. railroad. 

The East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia railroad 
between Cochranand Hawkinsville. 

The Georg.a railroad between 
Barnett and Washington. 

The Marietta and North Georgia railroad. 

The Richmond and Danville railroad; the North- 
eastern railroad; the Georgia Pacific rail- 
road: the Elbertog Air-Line; the Hartwell 
railroad; the Lawrenceville railroad; the 
Roswell railroad. 

The Rome railroad. 

The Savannah, Florida and Western railroad; the 
Waycross and Florida railroad. 

2. Railroads are restricted to the above as 
maximum rates only, and have full liberty to re- 
duce these rates on all and every character of pas- 
senger service at their own option. 

3. A railroad may charge 25 cents asa minimum 
full rate and 15 cents asa half rate, where the tare 
would be-less than these amounts. 

The effect of this and previous orders of the com- 
mission is to restrict all the railroads, branches and 
leased roads in this state, to three (3) cents per mile 
as the maximum ticket rates for passengers, except 
the Gainesville,Jefferson and Soutbern railroad and 
the Knoxville and Augusta railroad, which are al 
lowed to charge four (4) cents per mile; and the Tal- 
botton railroad, the Sandersville and Tennille rail 
road, the Louisville and Wadley railroad, the Wal- 
ton County railroad, and the Gainesville and Dah- 
lonega railroad, which are allowed tocharge five (5) 
cents as maximum ticket rates. 

The lumber millers along the lines of the Central 
railroad and of the Brunswick division of the East 
Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia railroad complain- 
ed Lefore the commission that, owing to the de- 
pressed price of lumber, they could not continue to 
operate their mills at the rates of transportation 
charged by the two roads mentioned. Thata sus- 
pension of their business wou:d throw out of em- 
ployment hundreds of employes, and prove ruin- 
ous to the lumber interests in that portion of the 
state. The millers alsoshowed that they had ap- 
plied repeatedly to the railroad authorities for a 
reduction of rates, but that their applications had 
been refused. They also showed that, some- 
time before, the Savannah, Florida and 
Western railway company had reduced 
the rateson lumber, produced on the lines of the 
roads of that company to about one-half the ratgs 
formerly charged. That these causes would have 
the effect of almost entirely cutting off the ship- 
ment of lumber, by the complainant millers, to 
thé ecaboard., 

The acticn «f the commission in this matter, and 
upon the subject of the transportation of lupher 
over the entire state will be found in circular 26, as 
follows: 

The maximum rateson lumbér, allowable on the 
Savannah, Florida and Western railroad, on and 
after November 1, 1882, will not, for any distances, 
be greater than the rates for class P, of the commis- 
sioners’s ‘Standard Rates,’’ less 20 per cent. deduc- 
tion from the ‘ Standard Rates,’’ and in the follow- 
ing paragraph of circular No, 27, viz.:-On and after 
November 1, 1582, the maximum rates on lumber 
forany distance, on all railroads, in this state, wil] 
be twenty (20) per cent. less than the rates on class 
P, of the commissioners’ ‘‘sStandard Taritff’’ for 
the same distance. 

A very little reflection is needed to show that the 
effect of this action. on the part of the commission, 
will be toopena much more extended field for 
Georgia timber than was, at first, contemplated by 
either the millers or the railroad authorities. 

Inthecomplaints of the lumber millers, just re- 
ferred to, nothing more was asked than a reduction 
of rates from their mills to the ports of Savannah 
and Brunswick. This, the authorities of the two 
roads m@ntioned, at last consented to yield. A 
thorough consideration of the whole subject, how- 
ever, led the commission to couclude 
that it WAS its duty to unlock, as 
faras practicable, all the cities and markets of the 
great westto the lumber men of Georgia. T!} 
markets have hitherto been almost entirely sup 
plied over the lines of the Louisville and Nashville 
railroad and the Alabama Great Southern railroad, 
from the forests of Alabama and Mississippi. High 
rates over the Georgia roads had almostentirely ex- 
cluded the lumber men of.the southern portion ot 
this state from enteling the markets mentioned 
With their products, e 

[tis believed that the reduced rates, under cir- 
culars 26, 27 and 28, will enable our millers and 
dealers to lay downtkheiriumberin Nashville, Cin 
cinnati or Louisville, for example, upon terms 
that will enable them to compete successfully with 
lumber men, who draw their productions from 
other states. In addition to this, we think that ‘his 
action will open up more fully the lumber markets 
in our own state,and will tend to encourage, by 
cheapening this product, the building up of our 
Villages, towns and cities. 

Circulars Nos, 27 and 28 were passed October 2d, 
and, under the law cannot go into effect until No 
vember 1, 1882, 

Circular No. 27 is as follows: 

l. All connecting railroads which are under the’ 

management or control by jease, ownership, opera- 
tion or otherwise of one and the same railr ad com- 
pany shall inapplying the commissioners’ tariffs, 
for all purposes ot transportation, within the limits 
of this state, be considered as constituting but one 
and the same railroad; and the rates shall be com- 
puted as upon parts of one and thé same railroad; 
and all exceptions to this rule heretofore made by 
this commission are hereby repealed. 
2. Under the preveding paragraph, the following 
railroads will, for all purposes of transportation, be 
considered as forming different ‘‘railroad systems,’’ 
and each ‘‘system’’ will be considered as one con- 
tinuous railroad incomputing rates between sta 
tions on the different roads, branches, operated or 
leased lines composing that particular ‘‘system.,’’ 

3. The ‘‘Central railroad system’’ will 
the Central railroad, the Southwestern railroud. the 
Savannah, Griftin and North Alabama railroad, the 
Upson County railroad, and all the branches or 
railroad lines owned, leased or operated by eithe: 
of these railroads situated in Georgia,

and Georgia railroad -in Georgia, the Cincinnati 
and Georgia railroad, the Macon and Brunswick 
railroad. and all the branches and.lines owned, 
leased or operated by them. 

». The “Richmond and Danville system’ will 
eonsist of the Richmond and Danville railroad. (or 
Atianta and Char .otte Air-Line), in Georgia, the 
Northeastern railroad, the. Elberton Air-Line rai}- 
road, the Hartwell railroad, the Lawrenceville rail 
road, the Roswell railroad, the Georgia Pacitic rai! 
road. 

6. The ‘‘Savannah, Florida and Western system’ 
will consist of the Savannah, Florida and Western

reasonable and unjust rates and arbitrary rules, or 
by combinations or agreements, expressed or im- 
plied, between such companies. 

Properly enforced, rule No. 1 will prevent cumu- 
lative rates, or what in railroad parlance are known 
as the ‘‘sums of the locals,’’ from being charged on 
shipments between stations on different portions of 
connecting roads in cases where such connecting 
roads are virtually owned, operated or controlled 
by one and the same carrier. Experience has shown 
that this rule is not only correct in principle, but 
beneficial to the public, and reasonable and just to 
the railroads. 

To give a more ciear understanding of circulars 
27 and 28, we here present extracts from whatis 
—— referred to as circular No. 10, dated August 

3, 1880; 

1, The Centrai railroad and banking company 
is authorized to operate their railroads in the fol- 
lowing divisions: The Savannah, the Southwestern 
railroad, the Atlanta, the Savannah, Griffin aud 
North Alabama railroad, 

2. On the Savannah and Southwestern railroad 
divisions and the Savannah, Griflin and North Ala- 
bama railroad, upon all cJasses other than 
“Specials,’’ the maximum freight rates between 30 
and 40 miles to be 50 per cent above standard raves;

The Louisville and Wadley railroad not being 
owned or operated by aconuecting railroad,and the

ed that road an additional per centage. 

Circular 29, dated Octaber 9th, 1882, was rendered 
necessary by the extensions of the East Tennesse, 
Virginia and Georgia. making its length within the 
state between the Tennessee state line and Bruns- 
wick, Georgia, more than 350 miles, the distance 
heretofore given in our “Standard Fre'ght Tariff,’’ 
for which rates had been made. It is as follows:

‘he effeet of the action of this commission I 
the interests of the people of the state may be ill 
rated by giving one instance alone. 

The actual savingin rateson the one article of 
cotton, to the benefit of our cotton producers, will 
amount. during the present season, to more than .a 
half million dollars, asthe present cotton crop of 
Greorgia will, according to the best information. 
amount to over seven hundred thousand bales. It 
was soon found that the ratesof transportation for 
Col from interior points in our state, agreed 
upon by the railroads and steamships ata meeting 
In New York, which were published to take effect 
September 1,1882, would have to be abandoned, un 
less the cotton rates frem interior Georgia markets 
to the seaboard cities of Savannah and Brunswick 
were advanced. The determination of this 
mission not to. increase the cotton rates to those 
Cities at that time was publiely known. The result 
was that at a meeting held in Atlanta. september 
5th, the railroad and steamship comvanies agreed

Since the date of our last report, Texas and New 
York nave placed themselves in the list of states 
that have found it necessary to establish commis 
sions tor the control of the tranportation interests 
within their limits. 

Phe coustitutionality of the law creating this com- 
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mission has been settled in the minds of all think- 
ing people. The experiment which Georgia has 
made has been successtul; and the law, as it now 
exists, is believed by not only ourown, but by other 
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states, to be sufficient for the accomplishment of 
the purposes for which it was enacted. 

We have at present no change in the law to recom- 
mehd except thata seoper increase in the salary of 
our secretary be made. The compensation now al- 
lowed him we consider insufficient remuneration 
for the great labor devolving upon and the skill and 
‘experience required of him in the discharge of his 
very responsible duties. 

Experience- has proved that the transportation 
companies need a power over them which will cur- 
tail their growing extravagance and lessen their 
current expenses for the benefit of their own stock- 
holders. The people need a power sufficient to con- 
trol these corporations and prevent excessive and 
discriminating rates, growing out of loose aud ex- 
travagant Management. 

This board has constantly kept in view the very 
desirable object of bringing the railroads and the 
people to a full recognition of each other’s legal and 
equitable rights. 

Apprehensions that the commissioners might 
abuse their powers have ceased to exist. There isa 
feeling of confidence that no combination of capital, 
either home or foreign, invested in railroads can 
materially injure or effect the publie interest, so 
long as transportation is wisely and prudently reg- 
ulated by law. 

Railroad, manufacturing, mining, agricultural, 
and every other material interest have, within the 
past three years, received th remark- 
able impetus in Georgia. *Gonfidence in the 
stability of the value of every species of property in 
this state; and in our progressive prosperity,za 
people, is greater than ever before. 

All predictions that the action of the railroad 
commission of Georgia wo :ld paralyze the railroad 
interests of tne country have failed. An experience 
oi three years of the practical operatious of railroads 
in this state, under the supervision of law, has for 
that period shown largely increased revenues to the 
railroads, larger dividends to the railroad stock- 
holders, higher prices for railroad shares, greater 
volume of business, largely stimulated travel, great- 
ly increased tendency to invest capital iu our state, 
more miles of railroad built, and voeing built in 
Georgia, and corresponding benefits to the public 
generally,and the railroad authorities and the 
oo ou better terms with each other than ever 

efore, during a similar period in our history.

Itis much to be regretted thatthis year 
of bountiful crops finds our country friends so 
poorly supplied with hogs to fatten and with 
beef end other Jive stock for the. markets.

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THE STEWART TRAGEDY. 


The Fannin County Revenue Killing in the Federal 
Court. 

Georgia has had more than her share of troubles 
between internal revenue officials and the people 
of the mountain counties. jEvery session of the 
United States court in Atlanta shows a dismal array 
of prisoners, charged with some oue of the multi-

gia. These troubles were probably at their 
height in Georgia in the fall of 1879 and the spring 
of 1880. Several of the northeastern counties were 
then constantly scoured by revenue raiders looking 
up illicit distilleries,andja large number were taken. 
The revenue officials detailed the horrors of attacks 
made on them by the _ offenders against 
the law, and the people complained loudly, and on

most active oi the revenue officials in northeast 
Georgia was, on the night of the 6th of April, at- 
tacked by a crowd, who poured a murderous volley 
into his door as he opened it to look out on his 
blazing store-bouse and barn. The story of the 
fearful nightis detailed in the evidence given below. 
Soon after he was attacked Stewart caused the arrest 
of the following named ns of Fannin and 
adjoining counties, severalof whom were promi- 
nent in their respective communities: Jackson 
Bearden, Wilson Bryant, George Sparks. John D 
Fricks, J W Vandegriff. James Findley, W W Find- 
ley, Benjamin M Tilley,Cub Newberry, S J sim- 
mons, Bud Hill, J F Bingham, William Crisp, Sam 
White, Jasper Long, Charles Smith, R V Hughes, 
Bud Woberts, William Teague and Milt Dill. The 
arrest of so many citizens fanned the flames of 
the feud and it has raged violently ever 
since. The accused, after giving bond, were tried 
in the superior court of Fannin for assault with in- 
tentto murder and for arson. On both charges 
they were acquitted. The charge of conspiracy is 
now made against themin the United States dis- 
trict court, where the cases of W. W. Findley,James 
Findley, Jackson Bearden and George Sparks were 
called before Judge McCay yesterday morning. 
The défendants were represented by William 
Findley, of Gainesville, and George S. Thomas, 
of Atlanta. District-Attorney Bigby represented 
the prosecution. A jury was obtained 
much difficulty and consists of tive negroes and 
seven white men. The case continued ail day and 
was marked by keen interest iu its every detail. It 
is supposed that the prosecution was about through 
with itsevidence when the court adjourned.

THE EVIDENCE. 

The first witness called for the prosecution was 
John A. Stewart, who testified that early in the 
spring of i880 he had made several seizures of il- 
licit distilleries as deputy revenue collector ¢ pe- 
rating in Fannin and adjoiningcounties. He lived 
in Fannin county four miles from Morganton. 
On the day of the 6th of April he was in Morgan 
ton. That night he was at home. His son and Mr, 
Higdon, sheriff of the county, were also there, 
About 12 o’clock he was aroused, and raising up in 
bed saw his store house in flames, 
When he reached the door he could see 
that the barn was also burning. Just as he opened 
the door a volley of shots was fired at him from di- 
rectly in front. The fire made it bright as day all 
over the yard, but he could nut see the parties who 
fired, as they were hidden behind the fence. Stew- 
art had a pistol in his hand, and he returned the 
fire of his assailants. As he shot, some of the men 
out in the road sprang up from behind the fence. 
His little son and his wife rushed to the 
door to see what was the matter, bu 
he thrust them back into the Love. 
There were thirty-five or forty shots fired. He saw 
five men making off downtheroad. He fired again

There had been a light rain the ever- 
ing before, and the tracks were very plain. One of 
the tracks threw the sandina peculiar way, and 
was such a track asa foot deformed as John D. 
Frick’s foot was would have made The tracks 
were easily followed directly to the home of Benja 
min Tilley. The Stewarts and the sheriff reached 
Tilley’s about ten o’cloeck. Mrs. Tilley saw them 
coming and ran into the house, J A Stewart spurred 
up his horse and rushed into the house. He found 
no men there and none in the out-house. Mrs. Til- 
ley appeared excited. The Stewarts and Higdon 
left the house, but remained concealed where they 
could geta view of the premises. In a little while they 
saw Mrs. Tilley go acrossa field to a little house 
about three hundred yardsaway. Soon after she 
reached it a man came outand started toward the 
river. Then three others came out and pretty soon 
a fifth man came out and started after the others. 
Three of the men got in a boat and crossed 
the river. The Stewarts and Higdon 
cnarged down on e retreating 
crowd and caught one man before he could cross 
the river. This was Vandergriff. ‘ney carried 
him upto the road und asked him to tell all about 
the affair. 

Here a discussion arose between counsel as to 
whether the confession alleged to have been made 
by Vandergriff at that time could be used against 
After heariug argument 
on the point Judge MeCay decided not to allow the 
confession to be offered as evidence in this case. 

Stewart, continuing his evidence, said that Walter 
lindley and Peg Stanley had been at his house the 
sunday before the Tuesday night on which his 
premises were aitacked. They said they had come 
there to see about having some steers Stewart had 
seized restored to their owner. 

On hiscross-examinoation, Stewart said he knew it 
Was Walter Findley who yelled at him during the 
firing, because he recognized the ‘‘deceitful tone of 
his voice."’ 

J H Stewart testitied to substantially the same 
facts as his father. He first knew of the fire when 
he heard his mother scream. He rushed out on the 
piazza and helped his father return the volleys of 
the mob. He recognized among the assailants 
Fricks, Tilley, Newberry and Simmons. He knew 
Simmons because he had captured himin a still 
a short time before. He saw several other men out 
in theroad, but did not see the Findley’s amoug 
them. He was shot twice during the attack. 
Sheriff Higdon said he was sleeping at Stewart's on 
the night of the attack; and detailed its pafticulars 
substantiallyas stated. He said the tracks were 
followed eleven miles, and gave about the same ac- 
count of the capture of Vandergriff as Stewart had 
given. On cross-examination he testified that each 
of the defendants had borne the character of peace- 
ful, law-abiding ciizens.

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MEDICAL STUDENTS GATHER- 
Eb IN CLASS. 


Opening of the Winter Session of the Atlanta Medica! 
Coilege—The Southern Medical College—Impor- 
tant Papers Read—Interesting Iacidents 
of the Day—A Portrait Presentation. 


The winter session of the Atlanta medical college 
opened yesterday. There wasa large audience in 
the auditorium of the college building to hear the 
opening address by Dr. Armstrorg. Dr. Armstrong 
was introduced by Dr. Gray and delivered an ex- 
ceedingly able and interesting address on the sub- 
jectof vaccination. He stated that the subject 
chosen would have to be treated from its earliest 
history up to the present time. Prior to the discov- 
ery of the powersef vaccination small-pox was 
the scourge of the world. Atthe time of the dis- 
covery 45,000 people died annually from small-pox 
in Great Britain alone, to say nothing of the bal- 
ance of the world. In those times there was 4 state- 
ment current that persous who had had cow-pox 
were not subject to small-pox. It was noticed that 
milk maids were more or less exempt. That 
Was the key and with it Jeuner 
Degan the study of the great question which has 
resulted iu so much good to humanity. Edward 
Jenner was born at Berkley, Gloucestershire Eng: 
gland, May 17, 1749, and was educated in his profes 
sion, and after embarking gained an enviable repu- 
tation. Thespeaker wenton to speak of many of 
the incidents of Jenner’s life and of the high esteem 
in which pe was held. Jennér appealed to the 
local medical society to. javestigate the subject of 
COW-pox and its relations to small pox, but received 
only derision and even athreat of expulsion for his 
efforts. Jenner found great difficulty in getting up 
auy interest in the investigation which he proposed ; 
but having had his mind called to the subject be- 
fore he was grown, and with such force, he could 
not be driven from his purpose to make a thorough 
investigation. He persisted, and became so well 
satisfied that in 1780 be inoculated” his oldest 
child with swine pex, and to test the mat 
ter fully he, at five times afterward, 
inoculated his child with small-pox without 
the slightest effect. That wasagrcat sient for 
his patientstudy and work. He experimented with 
cow pox and tinally was able to announce beyond 
doubt the success of his labors. Much had to be 
contended with and learned, but he triumphed 
and did a lasting good for maukind and ftecured 
for his lye bar th bigh piace lu fawe, and for his hiem 
Ory & Warm place in the hearts of the people who 
have and will eome after him. The nextthing was 
the passing of the virus from one human betng’s 
arm to that of another, which, after much labor, 
was finally suecessfully done. The speaker went 
on to trace the history of vaccination after it became 
a pronounced success, and during its battle with 

yrejudice which even now fis not ended with som 
fe showed that before vaccination one person in 
every fourteen died of small pox, and of those tak- 
en with the disease in the natural way one in every 
four or five died, while of those who had been in- 
oceulated one in fifty died. The speaker referred 
to the different state of affairs since 
vaccination was introduced Among other in 
stances he cited Prussia, where formecly there were 
40,000 deaths annually, while since vaccination the 
rate is under three thousand annually. Other in- 
stances of the great reduction in its death rate 
were cited. The speakerwenton to describe the 
various methods of vaccinating aud the compara- 
tive value of the different sorts of vaccination 
which were sticcesstul, which not, and which par- 
tinlly so. Heurged the great value of four good 
scars. Hespoke of the season of sinall-poxin At- 
lanta last spring and of what he saw as president of 
the board of health. He announced himsclif a 
faithful believer in vaceination and brought for 
ward arguments to sustain his position. His ad 
dress Was much enjoyed. 

After the address those present were escorted t 
the amphitheater, where Dr. Calhoun’s eye and ear 
clinic was wilhesser 

The college starts the session with brighter pros 
pects than ever. There are over one hundred = stu- 
dents on the rolls, which number will doubtless 
be doubled in ashorttime, as it usually happens 
that the first day sees only about half the students 
Who willatteud, There have been no changes i 
professorships.
